Peaceful Revolution 

Little attention has been paid in 
the press to the remarkable land 
revolution in India’s most populous 
province with its 10,000 villages and 
63 million population. Without vio- 
lence or bitterness, Uttar Pradesh 
has accomplished the transfer of 60 
million acres from landlords to 
peasants during the last year — one 
of the most extensive land reforms 
in world history. The estates pre- 
viously held by 2,200,000 landlords 
are being redistributed to an esti- 
mated total of 12 million peasants 
who formerly worked on the land 
as tenants or hired labor. Hence- 
forth, no one can retain more than 
30 acres under individual owner- 
ship, the minimum holding being 
six and a quarter acres. Similar 
land redistribution programs, final- 
ly validated by India’s Supreme 
Court after four years of legal and 
legislative controversy, are under 
way also in Bihar, Orissa, Madras, 
Bombay and Madhya Pradesh. 

Variations of this movement, 
adapted to local conditions, are 
spreading through India and will ul- 
timately bring about great change 
in the economy of the entire coun- 
try. Such a revolution can be as vi- 
tal and extensive to the life of India 
as anything that has happened in 
China since the Red regime came 
into power, yet in India it is being 
accomplished by volunteer meth- 
ods, by persuasion and by promo- 
tion of high ideals of brotherhood 
and sharing under the inspired lead- 
ership of Prime Minister Nehru. 

Because of the ignorance and 
prejudice in this country concerning 
India and because of the unfair and 
warped reporting on India prevail- 
ing in some of our news channels, 
the American public has not heard 
much about this significant achieve- 
ment. But the Indian people are 
fashioning the only weapon that 
can really stop communism — the 
promotion of change without vio- 
lence through spiritually motivated 
procedures. 


MERICA has by far the greatest business structure and leadership 

in the world — both industrial and financial; we have the most ad- 
vanced scientific institutions and scientific leadership in the world; we 
hold an overwhelming leadership in education, engineering and techno- 
logical skills; even in religion and the humanitarian services all the nations 
look to America. Yet consider this: In the face of such an unparalleled 
position of world leadership, many of us are turning almost frantically 
to the army brass for leadership! We greatly respect the general whose 
winsome smile against a background of uniforms and ribbons has capti- 
vated so many Americans, although to his everlasting credit he honestly 
admits himself to be almost illiterate in most of the problems that lie 
beyond the business of war. But what we need to ponder is that we have 
failed to produce enough men of commanding honesty, responsibility and 
character, and, in our partisanism, we have permitted the political arena 
to become so dirtied by corruption and character assassination that our 
most able men are reluctant to present themselves for public leadership. 


X-Ray and Forecast 


NTO THE FUTURE: Many of our greatest scientists believe that we 

are standing on the threshold of one of the few really great transitions 
in human history, comparable to the discovery that the world was round 
and a minute part of a vast universe rather than a solitary flat domain 
with devils and demons surrounding its rim, hell beneath — and heaven 
above. Here is a brief summary of the new vistas breaking upon us: 

(1) The universe is not a finished, set, completed creation as has 
been believed by science and religion for centuries. It is an expanding, de- 
veloping, changing universe with creation still going on endlessly. 

(2) Our earth is not the center of universal consciousness. The earth 
is not the only planet where there may be life; the belief that no other 
planet can have life because of extreme temperatures is being thrown 
into discard by increasing numbers of scientists. Of course there are 
many planets obviously too explosive or too frigid, but of other planets, 
modern science thoughtfully says we just don’t know — life could exist 
in forms familiar to us — or in forms beyond our comprehension. Scien- 
tists are beginning to accept the likelihood of life on some other planets. 

(3) The evidence is becoming increasingly convincing that our 
world is being visited and has been visited by observers from some of 
these planets; this is no longer considered Buck Rogers comic stuff. 
Through the past generations there have been continuous reports indi- 
cating the presence in the earth’s atmosphere of interplanetary observers, 
or some form of “space ships”. All these records have been put down to 
visions and hallucinations, but in our generation, in fact in just recent 
years and months, a large number of such observations have been made 
and by such responsible witnesses as to compel a reversal of attitude in 
much of the scientific world. Some scientists still say, “I can’t believe it,” 
but few will say, “It can’t be so.” Many scientists are saying simply, “It 
may be true, and it’s time to find out.” There have been trained scientific 
observers who have themselves witnessed these manifestations and have 
made calculations of size, speed and other characteristics of the strange 
sky ships. There are numerous magazine articles and some books avail- 
able on this subject in any adequate public library — some speculative, 
exaggerated and poorly documented, others factual, documented and con- 
vincing. Perhaps the best summary and most easily available is the re- 
port in Life Magazine for April 7 which tells of the experience of many

Public Power 

Privately-owned power corpora- 
tions are spending millions in a 
great propaganda drive to convince 
the public that all forms of public 
ownership of power production are 
deadly steps toward socialism. Not 
only is the cost of this propaganda 
drive being added to the electric 
light bills paid by millions of cus- 
tomers of privately-owned utilities, 
but the arguments and materials 
used in the full page ads in news- 
papers and magazines are in many 
instances filled with deliberate 
falsehoods. 

This is not just the opinion of 
“left-wingers” or ultra liberals, for 
leading Republicans in Congress are 
demanding a congressional investi- 
gation of this situation. 

We share the concern of many 
over the growth of centralized pow- 
er in the Federal Government, and 
we believe that every precaution 
should be taken to curb this trend 
in our national life. However, pub- 
lic-owned power developments do 
not have to reside in the hands of 
the Federal Government, nor does 
the development of great power re- 
sources by the people and for the 
people lead to socialism—any more 
than the establishment of national 
postal service or community fire 
and police departments leads to so- 
cialism. Inexpensive and abundant 
power is the life-blood of free en- 
terprise and when short-sighted and 
greedy men prevent the develop- 
ment of abundant and inexpensive 
power, they are themselves the ma- 
jor enemies of our free economy. 

Privately-owned power interests 
have fought every effort to bring 
cheap and abundant power to the 
farmer and the small manufacturer, 
especially in those areas where pri- 
vately- owned power companies 
have not seen fit to extend services 
on a large and adequate scale. It 
has only been through the initiative 
of the Government that this stran- 


glehold has been broken. Republi-

can Sen. George D. Aiken of Ver- 
mont has demanded that Congress 
investigate and expose the efforts of 
privately-owned power companies 
to gain control of Niagara Falls 
power potentials and “steal” these 
sources from the State of New 
York which had formulated plans 
for a great state-controlled public- 
owned power project. Other pro- 
gressive Republicans in the Senate, 
Langer of S. D., Tobey of N. H., 
Morse of Oregon, Smith of Maine, 
along with some Democratic lead- 
ers, are urging that great power re- 
sources be developed by State Gov- 
ernments, and when Federal funds 
are needed, controls are still to be 
retained by the State and repaid out 
of profits accruing from public 
power distribution. In this way low- 
priced and abundant power can be 
developed without increasing the 
centralization of Government con- 
trols. The action of these Republi- 
can Senate leaders is in direct con- 
tradiction of the rabid right-wing 
Republicans who shout that all 
such programs are socialistic. 

Linked with Sen. Aiken’s charges, 
that private power interests are try- 
ing to steal the Niagara Falls power 
potential from the people of New 
York State, is the long fight to 
block the development of the great 
St. Lawrence and power 
project. For years Canadian capi- 
talists, along with thousands of 
small American industrialists and 
rural communities in the Mid-West, 
have looked with hope towards the 
development of the St. Lawrence 
waterway and power plans; this 
would bring deep sea shipping to 
the Mid-West with an enormous in- 
crease of inexpensive and abundant 
power. Because of the pressure on 
Congress from the private power 
companies and rail shipping inter- 
the St. Lawrence project has 
been blocked at every turn. As is 
well-known, the Canadian Govern- 
ment plans to go ahead on its own 
with these plans, hoping at least for 
the cooperation of the individual 
states the border which 
would be benefited by the St. Law- 
rence development. Legislation is 
now before Congress that will per- 
mit the states to participate in the 
St. Lawrence pian, whether or not 
a U. S. agency will be set up to 
participate in the over-all program. 

Pressure drives by private power 
interests are also being used to 
block the right of farmers to bor- 
row from the Government to set up 
badly needed electric generation fa- 
cilities on a cooperative _ basis. 
Where farmers are not able to se- 
cure adequate power service and 
endeavor to set up their own co-op 
generating plants, ordinarily they 
are able to borrow funds from the 
Government’s Rural Electrification

authoritative observers who have made on-the-spot calculations concern- 
ing these mysterious visitors that move with tremendous speed, maneuver 
in a manner and employ substances far beyond anything now within hu- 
man capacities. This report was compiled from data gathered by trained 
scientific observers only, discarding information from amateurs. 

(4) The U. S. Air Force has become convinced that official 
action should now be taken and, according to Army air chief, Gen. 
Hoyt Vandenberg, special cameras and other equipment are being pro- 
duced and crews trained to gather more specific and reliable data on our 
heavenly invaders than has heretofore been possible. These trained squads 
with their equipment will be stationed at observation points over the 
country — especially in the western areas of the U. S. where the majority 
of the flying discs have been seen. 

(5) Reports from the theatrical, movie and publishing world 
reveal that the Federal Government is watching closely all movies, 
plavs, radio scripts, etc., that dramatize interplanetary visitors. The Gov- 
ernment is specifically trying to prevent presenting the space men in war- 
like or monster roles and to encourage showing them as peaceful and 
harmless — perhaps good democrats! Remember the pandemonium that 
followed the Orson Welles radio drama about an invasion from Mars 
many years ago? It’s a type of insurance on public reaction in case twen- 
ty space ships should decide to land somewhere in the U. S. 

(6) The most closely guarded scientific secret of the hour is con- 
cerned with the nature of power that lies beyond the atom as we now use 
it. Scientists openly speak of the atomic era as soon becoming passe — as 
far as the old style (1940-50) uranium atom is concerned. Research has 
moved forward far more swiftly than anticipated. Dr. Conant of Harvard, 
one of the world’s top chemists, recently stated that atomic research is 
bringing us, far sooner than expected, to whole new concepts of power 
and energy. He referred specifically to solar and cosmic studies. It is also 
widely known that the research on the hydrogen bomb has brought about 
unexpected developments with which science today is not even prepared 
to cope. As we have already reported (See BTL, May 1), the H-Bomb 
that will be exploded in a few weeks will not be the bomb that military 
scientists set out to build. Few know just what is going on, but you can 
be sure that it is plenty. But the magic word, or the most hush-hush 
phrase now, is “magnetic” or “magnetic power.” In that is the inexhausti- 
ble, immeasurable power of the universe. Scientific attention in relation 
to these flying discs sweeping across the skies at 20,000 miles an hour, 
without sound, without sign of consumption of fuel as we know it, is 
focused on the speculation that they must be powered by magnetic en- 
gines — which would need no fuel, have no moving parts, never wear 
out, and could travel in outer space at the speed of light. In simplest lay- 
man’s terms, the principle is that, in magnetic engines, speed and power 
are not generated but released; the speed and power is there now, surging 
through every cubic millimeter of space; man’s part is but to funnel it 
and brake it, control the unlimited energy as it is released, rather than 
generate power by the consumption of energy, as man-made engines here- 
tofore have done. As we all know, a gasoline motor only capiures and 
uses a small part of the energy released by the fuel it consumes. Atom 
bombs so far only use a small fraction of power released by fission reac- 
tion. In addition, why should we consume great quantities of fuel to gen- 
erate electrical energy when everything around us is full of it. Walk across 
an old wool carpet and then touch a metal door knob! A magnetic en- 
gine will get into the power grooves of the universe — then it would be 
unlimited in speed, power and economy of motion — this is the key that 
can unlock our greatest era. Scientists are now working at top speed on 
it, for it looks as if somebody flying around this globe has solved it — 
could it be the Russians? The Government hopes not. Then who? 

(7) The flights of mysterious sky craft have been seen mostly in 
the western part of the U. S. where magnetic faults are known to exist 
in the earth’s surface. If magnetic power is the secret of these ships, then 
the interplay of these magnetic faults with the magnetic parallels, or lines 
of magnetic force, utilized for or followed by the magnetic engines, 
would no doubt attract interest and possibly in pire magnetic surveys by 
the planetary visitors. Indeed they may have been attracted to our atmos- 
phere by these magnetic peculiarities. Another surmise is that, having a 
greatly advanced civilization, and long ago having passed the eras of 
atomic power and destructive wars, these peoples have been disturbed 
in their planetary habitat by the repeated atomic explosions which well 
might have been recorded on their delicate electronic instruments; this 
theory is supported by the fact that the appearances of these mysterious 
bodies have greatly increased since our atomic experiments began. 

(8) When scientists light their pipes and calmly muse on what this 
all means, you hear something like this: our civilization is only 5,000 
years old at most. If there are other civilizations on other planets, they 
are probabaly much older, for we know the earth as a planet is compar-

rection and assistance in filling their 
own power need. Where such co- 
operatives are set up to meet the 
need of farmers, they often buy 
their power from privately-owned 
commercial power sources, in fact, 
more than half of the power used 
by electrical co-ops is so purchased, 
according to REA officials. But all 
efforts of farmers to help them- 
selves in this independent way, free 
from any Government dictation or 
control, is labelled “socialistic” by 
private corporations. Apparently it - 
is “socialistic” for a farmer to se- 
cure what he needs to increase his 
production, to provide more food 
for the nation and to gain for him- 
self and his family a higher stand- 
ard of living with his own inde- 
pendent and cooperative efforts. 





GAMBLING AND WESTERN 
UNION: As we have reported in 
the past, large American corpora- 
tions in the field of communica- 
tions, banking, etc., have cooper- 
ated as thoroughly with the gam- 
bling rackets as have the politicians, 
lawyers and police, although con- 
siderable pressure has been used to 
keep such news from the public. 
On June 4, however, an Associated 
Press story broke through which 
revealed how the Federal Commun- 
ications Commission has been put- 
ting pressure on Western Union and 
the telephone corporations to cur- 
tail service to gambling interests, 
The report stated that WU is now 
providing leased wire services on 
race track news to only 54 cus- 
tomers, mostly press associations, 
newspapers and radio stations, com- 
pared to 1,502 race wire customers 
which the WU served two years ago 
before the crackdown on gambling. 
The FCC reports that Western Un- 
ion could easily keep their service 
from reaching those who use it for 
illegitimate purposes. On the other 
hand, WU officials who are trying 
to cooperate with the Government 
warn that the shutdown of the 
handbooks may be only a tempo- 
rary result of recent Government 
rulings; when the heat is off they 
anticipate a gradual return of the 
bookie element to their old busi- 
nesses. In fairness to WU officials, 
it should be said that, with the Jaw 
enforcement agencies of the coun- 
try indifferent to the problem, if 
not acting in collusion with the 
gamblers, it has not always been 
possible for the wire service inspec- 
tors to ascertain the background of 
each applicant for service. Evidence 
now shows that such restraints can 
be maintained if an honest effort is 
made by law enforcement agencies 
in cooperation with those business 
interests that must serve the gam- 
bling racketeers if they are to op- 
erate on a nation-wide scale. 








Oil & War 

Three American oil corporations, 
Standard Oil of California, the Texas 
Company and Standard Oil of N. J., 
control the oil operations in the 
Middle East. Not only is this an 
open fact, but it is also known that 
these companies have long support- 
ed the corrupt feudalistic regimes 
of the ruling families in control of 
the areas where their operations 
center. Fantastic deals are made in- 
volving the payments of hundreds 
of millions of dollars to keep these 
primitive monarchs firmly fixed on 
their barbaric thrones and _ sur- 
rounded by incredible luxury. The 
behind-the-scenes machinations — 
to suppress the rebellion of the 
impoverished people of these coun- 
tries or to curb any democratic 
urges that might disturb the profit- 
able status quo—are seldom re- 
ported, but they are well-known in 
diplomatic circles. The American 
oil corporations are deeply involved 
in many of these intrigues. 





A two-year investigation of the 
American Near East oil cartel, its 
political and economic manipula- 
tions, has been completed by the 
Federal Trade Commission, but 
thus far this report has been sup- 
pressed by the White House be- 
cause it is “not in the national in- 
terest and might adversely affect 
our foreign relations.” However, it 
has been officially admitted that the 
facts can be privately submitted to 
a Federal Grand Jury to pass 
upon alleged law violations by the 
cartels. It is believed that the inves- 
tigation will show how the Ameri- 
can oil companies, in collusion with 
Dutch Shell and British oil interests, 
have rigged oil prices and restricted 
production to control the world 
market — and have made secret 
agreements that shut out the busi- 
nessmen of other nations, especially 
some of our allies who have just 
claim to share in the development 
of Near East wealth. It is also ex- 
pected that the report will reveal 
that the oil corporations have even 
forced American foreign aid agen- 
cies to overpay millions of dollars 
for oil products and have otherwise 
conducted themselves contrary to 
the interests of the American peo- 
ple and our friendly associates in 
other nations. 

While so much noise is made 
over Communist influence in the 
State Department and Government 
agencies, what about the influence 
of the oil corporations and their fi- 
nancial colleagues who have plant- 
ed many of their representatives in 
these Government departments? If 
you scratch the surface, it is not 
hard to discover the extent to which 
the dollar and its masters are still 
deeply involved in the world-wide 
intrigues that destroy international 
cooperation and provoke’ war. 
Don’t ever forget the fact that the 
United Nations was wonderful un- 
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Human leadership throughout all the world today has demon- 
strated its inability to cope with the problems of our complex, crowd- 
ed and confused generation. Mankind, blinded by the hatreds of 
persistent wars and age-long animosities, has stumbled from one 
crisis to another, led by men who admittedly were often as confused 
and blind as those they led. The only thing that can deliver us from 
this plight is for men to arise who will seek God's will, before they 
seek votes, who will ask only for that power which is made manifest 
through divine leadership. The world has had such men in the past, 
and unless we find them again, we yet may see this generation suffer 
tragic and complete failure. But it will be almost impossible to find 
such men to lead us until a desire to seek God's will becomes a mov- 
ing experience in our own hearts.

atively young. A civilization 50,000 years old — or 100,000 years old — 
might have passed through the atomic age at least 20,000 years or more 
ago! They have perhaps long been in the magnetic-cosmic era of scien- 
tific understanding. They have engines, engineering principles, metals and 
other materials which we know little about. If they are friendly and we 
can learn from them, we might leap from our present wasteful, slow, 
primitive civilization into an era far advanced. 

The statements by some few scientists that they can reproduce 
reflections of light against the sky, duplicating what has been observed 
as flying discs and space ships, does not dispose of the problems. For oth- 
er scientists point to the fact that many of the observations made have 
recorded maneuvers and reactions or responses by the “space ships” to 
the earth’s presence that could not possibly be a part of a natural series 
of electronic reflections. Between The Lines certainly does not advise its 
readers to accept all this with complete confidence. There is still much 
speculation, doubt, incredulity involved, just as there are many wild and 
fantastic rumors and stories which we do not even bother to report here. 
Yet there are solid evidences available that no intelligent layman can 
toss off. Irrespective of what the flying discs are, you can depend on it, 
we are moving on swiftly into a period of great transition, with vistas of 
power, energy, light and speed far beyond anything we have ever known 
or contemplated. What man does with it is beyond the realm of science. 
Man’s ultimate destiny will always be determined in the realm of the spirit.

ADVERTISING FRAUDS: 


When we have reported dishonest 
and fraudulent advertising by lead- 
ing corporations (cigarettes, drugs, 
patent medicines, etc.) we have 
sometimes received irate letters 
from advertising leaders condemn- 
ing any criticism of general adver- 
tising practices. However, Elbridge 
Peterson, editor of Printers Ink, the 
leading advertising trade journal, 
recently denounced the “half-truths, 
exaggerations, bad taste and dishon- 
esty of much modern advertising.” 
Mr. Peterson, appearing before a 
national advertising body, said that 
such complaints were not coming 
from “crackpots” or ‘“Commies” 
but from “very responsible people,” 
people who are generally sympa- 
thetic to our private enterprise sys- 
tem but who feel that fraudulent 
advertising undermines that system. 
Mr. Peterson urged that a code of 
self-regulation be instituted prompt- 
ly within the profession itself to 
save it from coming into general 
disrepute. 





CORRECTION: In our last is- 
sue we reported the efforts within 
Congress to strangle the UN Inter- 
national Children’s Emergency 
Fund by blocking passage of appro- 
priations to support the world-wide 
work of the ICEF in ministering to 
millions of war-impoverished chil- 
dren. Before our last issue came off 
the press, friends of ICEF in Con- 
gress had overcome the blockade 
against the appropriations and a 
grant of $16,481,000 had been in- 
cluded in the general appropriations 
for economic aid and technical as- 
sistance. 








Protestants Suffer 

In our issue of June 1, we re- 
viewed the terror and persecution 
which has been inflicted on Prot- 
estants in Colombia, South Amer- 
ica, since January of this year. The 
Associated Press on July 5 released 
a dispatch on 28 new incidents of 
persecution of Protestants that have 
occurred since May 1. The reports 
come from the Evangelical Confed- 
eration of Colombia, representing 
17 different Protestant denomina- 
tions. In many instances, police and 
Roman Catholic clergy were direct- 
ly involved in the dynamiting and 
burning of Protestant churches, at- 
tacks on the worshipers and at- 
tempts to assassinate Protestant pas- 
tors. According to this and previous 
authoritative reports, priests have 
openly led in the mob violence, di- 
recting the attacks upon Protestants 
and their church property, while 
the police looked on indifferently or 
even aided the mobs by preventing 
other Protestants from coming to 
the assistance of the victims. 

On June 20 the Associated Press 
reported from Vatican City that 
Pope Pius XII had appealed to Co- 
lombia to turn to “Christian broth- 
erly love in this grave moment of 
your history.” The Pope made no 
direct reference, however, to the 
persecution of Protestants, nor did 
he indicate that the Vatican con- 
siders Colombian Catholic Church 
leaders to have been in error. 
Neither has the American hierarchy 
voiced any concern over these per- 
secutions — to the contrary, Cardi- 
nal Spellman in a recent visit to 
Bogota praised Colombian democ- 
racy for its “Christian culture” and 
made no reference whatever to the 
mob violence that was at that very 
time being perpetrated against Co- 
lombians who have embraced the 
Protestant Evangelical faiths. Most 
newspapers in America and news 


commentators have suppressed 
these reports. 
IN MONTREAL the Catholic 


hierarchy has enforced a ruling that 
no businesses or stores can be open 
during Catholic holy days. The law 
had been forced upon the City 
Council of Montreal, although 
large numbers of Catholic and non- 
Catholic businessmen had protested 
the undemocratic and totalitarian 
statute. But recently the Superior 
Court of Montreal ruled that this 
church-imposed statute was an il- 
legal enactment and contrary to the 
Province’s code of religious liberty 
and civil freedom. 

SPANISH QUESTIONS: Above 
and behind all this is the controver- 
sy raging in the Catholic official 
world over the conflicting views of 
the American Catholic leaders and 
the Catholic hierarchy of Spain. 
When the Spanish Cardinal Segura 
attacked Gen. Franco for his in- 
creasing leniency towards Spanish 
Protestants as a result of influences

EMOCRACY BY STAMPEDE? Again the press and radio, most of 

which are pro-GOP and bitterly anti-Democrat, are trying to stam- 
pede a candidate into the White House. They tried to do it with Dewey 
and in a preliminary build-up for Gen. MacArthur — and now they are 
attempting the same with Eisenhower. But here is how to gauge the 
progress of the Eisenhower campaign: Despite his personal popularity, 
Eisenhower will not coast into the Presidency. His primary dilemma is 
that — to win — he must carry all of the Republican vote plus most of 
the independent vote and a good chunk out of the Democratic vote — 
for the obvious reason that the Democrats have 30 per cent more regis- 
tered voters than the Republicans. But Eisenhower can’t hope to do this 
without a liberal program, which will inevitably alienate a substantial 
part of the Republican reactionaries who would probably just stay home 
on election day as they have before. Yet without a liberal program Eisen- 
hower has no chance to cut far into the independent vote and into the 
Democratic vote. The Democratic candidate has not been named at this 
writing — but if a strong man is nominated on a strong liberal program, 
he will likely win in spite of Eisenhower’s popularity. If, however, the 
Democrats name a weak candidate, the edge will go to the general. 

AN INTERESTING FACTOR is that the GOP-dominated sec- 
tions of the press and radio, in explaining what happened to Taft, now 
refer repeatedly to the “old guard” Republicans, a phrase which six weeks 
ago was taboo on the same pages and programs. But even now, when 
speaking of the passing of the “old guard,” most news rooms still hold 
taboo the explanation of what the old guard really is. The old guard form- 
ula was quite simple — brand as a dangerous radical, and as a Red, any- 
body who pushed for slum ciearance (the biggest real estate incomes are 
from slum properties), for the development of cheap and abundant electric 
power, for high wages and pensions for workers, for the right of labor to 
organize unions, and for many other points of progress, such as 
FEPC. Many conservative GOP-ers would deny this, but for over ten 
years old guard action and strategy followed this formula with slide rule 
faithfulness. The old guard Red smear technique was equally simple — 
make socialism and communism sound the same (though these are as 
different as Christianity and Islam) — call ’em Socialists first, then when 
you get °em down, call them Communists. 

THE IKE-NIX reform program will be strictly within the frame- 
work of free enterprise, such as O. K. on slum clearance but do it with pri- 
vate capital and keep the bureaucrats out; O. K. on abundant and cheaper 
power but under regional control and in cooperation with private utilities; 
O. K. on high wages and unions but keep their power at a minimum; root 
out the Communists, but do it legal without the hit-run stuff. 


A MAJOR TRANSITION has come to the American political scene, 
so important that even the presidential election is a secondary issue 
in terms of the long view. The defeat of Taft presented a dramatic last 
stand of the old-time reactionaries as a front-line political power, not 
only within the GOP but within financial industrial circles as well. The 
Taft-MacArthur-McCarthy triumvirate, which had so stridently cham- 
pioned extreme reactionism and endeavored to do so by labeling the 
moderate progressives, even within the GOP, as left-wingers and “social- 
ist stooges,” have themselves been shoved off into the political swamps of 
the outworn past. The MacArthur boom, which was planned to head off 
Eisenhower if Taft began to slip at the Republican convention, faded out 
before it was launched; a last frantic effort to wedge Sen. McCarthy into 
the picture failed miserably, and the reactionary die-hards had nothing 
more to offer! Now most of the familiar mouthpieces of the triumvirate, 
so well known on the radio and in the press, are trying to weasel over on 
Eisenhower's side, after carrying on one of the most sly, underhanded 
campaigns to prejudice the public mind in our political history. The flood 
of propaganda which attempted to brand Eisenhower as a “Roosevelt- 
Truman Pink,” “a dope of the Socialist internationals and left-wing do- 
gooders,” “the Swede-Jew in a general’s uniform” served only to awaken 
the great body of young Republicans more sharply than ever to the need 
of drastic reform if the party was to survive. Politics today consists chief- 
ly in knowing which way humanity wants to go and giving it leadership 
in the direction of its urges. The Taft-MacArthur-McCarthy team was 
going in the wrong direction. 

THE TRAGIC PART is that if Taft had gone on his own, follow- 
ed his own conscience, he could have won. He is a much more politically- 
wise and experienced man than Eisenhower. Contacts close to Taft have 
revealed that the Senator personally believed MacArthur was greatly over- 
rated and that Taft was repelled by Sen. McCarthy’s Nazi-Fascist trial- 
by-smear-and-intimidation tactics, for Taft is personally a conscientious, 
fair-minded man. But he was convinced by his old-guard manipulators 
that he would need the McCarthy-MacArthur following, which in the end 
proved to be a fatal load instead of a lift.

from America, prominent Ameri- 
can Catholic editors openly charg- 
ed that the Spanish cardinal was 
betraying the noblest attributes of 
Catholic traditions. (See “Amer- 
ica,” the Jesuit weekly, and “In- 
diana Catholic and _ Record”) 
This angered Cardinal Segura 
who has_ vigorously charged 
that American Catholics are igno- 
rant of basicCatholic doctrines, that 
the American Catholic toleration of 
Protestant liberties is based upon 
the thesis of Leo XIII, who opened 
the door to toleration of other 
churches only where extraordinary 
circumstances made it advisable in 
order that the interests of the pa- 
pacy might be served. “Although in 
the extraordinary circumstances of 
these times,” said Leo as quoted in 
the Christian Century, “the church, 
usually acquiesces in certain mod- 
ern liberties, not because she pre- 
fers them in themselves, but be- 
cause she judges it expedient to per- 
mit them. She would in happier 
times exercise her own liberty.” 
The Spanish hierarchy is attacking 
the American Catholic leaders on 
the basis that the church has never, 
in all her history, provided theologi- 
cal grounds for toleration of non- 
Catholic faiths and that the Ameri- 
can Catholic leaders are merely 
yielding to the “expediency” which 
modern liberties in their peculiar 
circumstances have made, in the 
American Catholic judgment, de- 
sirable. 

In view of the Vatican’s depend- 
ence on American Catholics for 
most of its support and the tremen- 
dous efforts being made by the 
church to “make America Catho- 
lic,” Catholic leaders outside of 
America, therefore, consider the 
traditions of religious liberty in 
America purely a matter of acqui- 
escence to a temporary situation! 
There are many reports current 
that Pope Pius is being urged to is- 
sue an official statement on church 
doctrine and practices as related to 
modern democratic traditions in the 
English speaking world. 





NON-SEGREGATION IN 
CATHOLIC SCHOOLS: The Cath- 
olic Church of America has increas- 
ingly abolished segregation in paro- 
chial schools. This policy has been 
carried out by local parish educa- 
tional leaders where circumstances 
have made it feasible. Outstanding 
in this achievement is the recent in- 
stance of the new John Carroll 
$2 million parochial High School, 
which is operating under the policy 
of non-segregation — the only such 
school in Washington, D. C. 

The Board of Education in 
Washington recently voted 5 to 2 
even against any further considera- 
tion of segregation among either 
school officials or teachers!
